And it wasn’t all the bank’s fault. 

No professionally prepared financial 
statements. No monthly operating statements. 
No documented historical sales records. Not a 
clue as to the dollar cost of their inventory. 
Worse yet, no idea of what merchandise was 
profitable and which was gathering dust. 

What does this all have to do with being 
approved for a business loan? Banks are in 
business to make a profit, at least that’s 
what they are supposed to be doing. Making 
a profit means keeping the bad debts, those 
uncollectible loans, down to a minimum. Two 
important factors in keeping the loan portfolio 
profitable. One is to have all the related facts 
and figures to crunch. Second is to know the 
business loan applicant. In the independent’s 
case, this usually means the banker really needs 
to know the owner, the head honcho, numero 
uno. That’s because in the final analysis, 
after all the figures have been massaged, 
reviewed and evaluated, the most important 
determination becomes a subjective one. 
“Does Mr./Ms. independent know their 
business well enough, are they competitive and 
will the business under their leadership have 
the funds to pay back the loan?” 

The best way I found to be comfortable 
making that decision was to meet the business 
owner on their turf, see their operation first 
hand and get to know what made them tick. 
That’s not something you can do at a desk at 
the bank or over the telephone. So, before 
you apply for that much needed inventory 
loan be sure your banker knows who you are.

“To break silence, to give voice, to be a 
voice for those people who have not yet found 
voice.” 

This is one definition Lucille Clifton gives 
of “poet.” “What one does as a poet is 
witness...You see what you look at, you hear 
what you listen to.” And as if to echo Kate 
Ellen Braverman’s comment that “The 
writing life is like embracing a religious order,” 
Clifton likens a poet’s purpose to a statement 
attributed to a minister: “to comfort the 
afflicted aod to afflict the comfortable.” 

In her reading on Apr. 30, an event of 
Jane Burden’s Poetry Series, presented at Cal 
State L.A., Clifton’s words, work, poetry, 
and person did not contradict or disappoint 
any of these quotations and definitions. 
Besides the title of “poet,” she is also as 
Gwendolyn Brooks described her a “warm- 
wisewoman,” 

Jane Burden, local pqpt, workshop leader, 
poetry editor of Yankee, did h:r usual superb 
job of introducing Clifton to the audience, 
setting the stage with her own erudite 
awareness and insight into the gifts of this 
woman. Clifton’s themes are personal and 
social responsibility, her subject is identity, and 
among her honors are two nominations for 
the Pulitzer Prize and her collection “Good 
Times” was one of the New York Times’ 10 
best books of the year in 1969. 

As Clifton reads, her poems let you know 
that she is, and her poems are, more beautiful, 
more powerful than ever; for .'^xample, from 
“What the Mirror Said”: “You a city of a 
woman/You got a geography of your own.” 

Her English is sometimes Black English 


and her themes are Black/American, both 
cultures equally honest, equally strong in her 
expression of them. She might be considered 
a “political poet” from the poems she read, 
but Clifton is better than any label could 
limit. 

“I come from a line of Black going on 
women,” says Clifton of her own identity, 
from Buffalo, New York, where “there were 
people that thought it was wonderful that I 
could write poetry, and there were people 
that thought it was wonderful that I could 
write cursive.” She is up from slavery when 
“even the good times were awful” and she 
is giving voice and memory back to our days. 

She reads her poems about the “smart 
bombs that do not recognize the baby,” and 
about the bulldozing of trees (“In Maryland, 
that a tree has a right to life is a new idea”.) 
Her vision is consistent when she writes about 
people to whom “life is sacred only when it 
looks like them.” She writes about a plantation 
of 2000 acres in South Carolina where the 
contribution of slaves has been long forgotten, 
and she does not look away from the roots of 
reality. 

In her “Shapeshifter” poems she writes 
with extraordinary power and pathos of incest: 
“When I found there was no safety in my 
father’s house, I knew there was no safety 
anywhere.” 

Humble about her writing, she says: 
“If I knew where poems come from. I’d 
go get them all the time.” As booklovers 
we can go get them all the time, and I 
recommend that you go out and get any 
collection of hers.

Every art form has its 
own advantages and 
limitations. Therefore, 
trying to translate from 
one to another has 
dangers. What was ex¬ 
citing in one medium 
may depend on a quality 
lacking in another. Some 
musicals written for the 
stage have translated on¬ 
to the screen very well. 
“The Sound of Music” 
always seemed a bit 
cramped on stage, and 
“West Side Story” gain¬ 
ed atmosphere. “Little 
Shop of Horrors’’ 
became rather too literal 
but it worked. On the 
other hand, those which 
were strongly theater- 
oriented to begin with, 
“Man of La Mancha” 
and “A Chorus Line” 
for instance, were 
disasters when saddled 
with the realism of the 
screen. 

But real movie scripts 
have never, to my 
knowledge, survived 
translation to the stage. 

So it does not surprise 
me that one of the most 
popular screen musicals, 
the inventive “Singing in 
the Rain” does not make 
a very good stage 


musical. This turns out 
to be the chief drawback 
to the San Gabriel Valley 
Civic Light Opera’s cur¬ 
rent production. 

What can be done with 
it they do. The dances 
are well-planned, the 
early movie plot holds 
up. The songs, old stan¬ 
dards that were reported¬ 
ly dumped on Betty 
Comdon and Adolph 
Green with a request to 
make a musical out of 
them, are still a pleasure 
to hear, but its most 
famous dance number, 
the frolic in the rain, 
simply cannot survive. 
The only real interest is 
in figuring out where the 
water comes from and 
where it goes. 

And, of course. Gene 
Kelly, Debbie Reynolds 
and Donald O’Conner 
are a hard act to follow. 

Most successful is 
Randy Rogel as the com¬ 
ic Cosmo Brown. He 
does the role and the 
famous clown number, 
nvolving a docile dum¬ 
my, with enough tradi¬ 
tion to be recognizable 
and enough new stuff to 
bring real guffaws. Lin¬ 
da Griffin, as the would- 


be actress Kathy Selden, 
sings and dances pretti-' 
ly and has a bit of a tang 
in her sweetness. It’s not 
Ken Prescott’s fault that, 
while he does all the 
singing and dancing 
right, he doesn’t project 
that combination of 
energy and charisma that 
make him into a 
believable movie star. 
Lena Lamont, the shrill¬ 
voiced glamour girl, is 
such a stereotype that 
her interpreters seem in- 
terchangable. Dori Lynn 
does her with the best of 
them. 

Everybody else is fine, 
Scott Lane’s costumes 
are wildly colorful and

Sheila 
(Fran Drescher) is ap¬ 
palled by everything and 
says so endlessly in an ir¬ 
ritating nasal voice. Her 
incredulous “Oh, God!” 
about everything 
becomes a running gag. 
The other woman, An¬ 
nie, (Barbara Whin- 
nery) is a placid soul who 
manages to make 
lemonade out of the 
lemons that hands her, 
maintains a certain 
glamour, and pitches in¬ 
to the most hideous tasks 
with good will and deter¬ 
mination. Their respec¬ 
tive husbands spend 
most of their time trying 
to repair the ailments of 
the battered old hulk and 
trying to pretend that 
everything is fine. Ernest 
Harada is the rumpled 
and confused captain. 

It’s a funny play. 
Some of the incidents 
could have been written 
for the Marx Brothers, 
and while it doesn’t seem 


to go much of anywhere, 
there are plentiful 
laughs along the way. 

But I was brought up 
on the Absurdists, and I 
can’t help feeling that 
Redman is talking about 
Life with a sort of 
“Waiting for Godot” 
symbolism. The 
characters are exag¬ 
gerated but reasonable, 
and they keep trying to 
find reasonable answers 
to the truly outlandish 
things that keep happen¬ 
ing as if everything is 
ultimately controllable 
and fixable. 

David Schramm 
directs in a set by Debor- 
fah Raymond and 
Dorian Verncchio and 
sets a wonderful tone of 
delapidation.

we still use it.” They also use satellites, radar, con¬ 
nection finding and both the American and British 
navigational systems. 

There are two stabilizers on the ship, weighing 80 
tons each. “We can’t take out the pitch but the roll 
is very manageable.” 

Do pilots have any hands-on responsibility? “Yes, 
the pilot advises and I drive except at Panama. I take 
the pilot’s advice because we’d have to go around 
Cape Horn and that’s a h-of a trip.” 

Any chance of a hurricane in the Caribbean? Yes, 
between June and November. “We usually evacuate 
this area and this ship goes to Europe during that 
time. It can really spoil your day.” A slight twitch 
of his lip indicates a joke. 

The commodore talked about a voyage to China 
in which they traveled through two typhoons and 
two of the officers died aboard ship. 

The officers controlling the Royal Princess are 
both school-trained and sea-trained. He spent three- 
and-a-half years as a cadet and drew an unwilling 
smile, “We are called sons of gentlemen.” 

Why did he become a sailor? He had an uncle and 
cousin who were commodores and decided when he 
was “13 or 14” to go to sea. He began his career at 
17 '/2 years and will undergo mandatory retirement in 
October, 1992, at the age of 60. 

He describes this ship as “so innovative.” We 
traveled as fast as 23‘/z knots on four engines and 
dropped down to nine knots on two engines. The 
Royal Princess is the flagship of the fleet. 

When asked how you rise in rank, he said, with a 
twitch of a smile, “By carefully planned assassina¬ 
tion. As people like me fall away, there are always 
people retiring and others stepping into their shoes.” 

The commodore cannot do marriages “but we do 
burials with great flair. They are more permanent 
than most marriages, also.” 

How has he been able to keep a marriage going 
since he is gone four months at a time, then has two 
months at home? “I’m allowed to have a wife and

family aboard as often as we like. I can have my 
wife, thank God. My daughter is not on board, 
thank God. She’s nearly 20 years.” 

His wife is an actress, Jill Maynard, and is now 
appearing in “The Dresser,” which was also a film 
in the U.S. 

During the cruise while the ship stopped at Grand 
Cayman Island, one of the band members was 
struck on his bicycle by a hit and run driver. He was 
taken to Mexican doctors; however, the ship’s doc¬ 
tor, Robin Evans, M.D., did not agree with the 
diagnosis so they called the Coast Guard. We steam¬ 
ed very quickly all night and by the next morning the 
Coast Guard pulled alongside the Royal Princess to 
pick up the injured mu.sician, taking him to the 
mainland. 

That brought up the question of whether or not 
the ship has a helicopter pad? There is a spot where a 
helicopter could land but the U.S. Coast Guard 
chose to pick up by boat. 

When asked what might be the most humorous 
antidote of his career. Commodore Young cocked 
his head to the side and smiled in remembrance. 
They were in Fiji before the coup and the Governor 
General “was this shiny black lovely man. During 
lunch aboard the ship, one of the women asked if 
forebears were cannibals. He answered yes. That 
night at dinner he perused the menu, then said, 
‘There’s nothing here that really interests me. Would 
you please give me the passenger list?”’ 

The tourists probably scattered at this remark. 

Although the commodore calls himself “just a 
sailor,” we were glad he was our captain. We had a 
silk-smooth ride those 1968 nautical miles (which are 
2262 statute miles.) 

A tip of the hat to you. Commodore.

Under the Pepper Tree

Orchard Camp, elevation 2880 ft. and located 
halfway up Mt. Wilson Trail, is the Trail Race 
turnaround point. The race takes place this year 
on Saturday, May 25. Very little is to be found 
in that area to identify that once there was 
a popular resort on the site, also called Orchard 
Camp. 

The resort had a lodge, spacious dance pavilion, 
tennis court, croquet etc. and tents to handle the 
often overflow crowd. This spot is a mesa with 
Little Santa Anita stream running along one side. 
The camp’s heyday, along with other resorts in 
these San Gabriel Mountains, was during the first 
35 years of this century, the time of the great 
hiking era. 

Charley Hagberg, 85-year-old San Gabriel 
resident, remembers the resort well and with real 
affection. Back in the ’20s and early ’30s he was 
at Orchard Camp often, was piano player for the 
band that entertained there and helped in other 
ways. For example, he would bring the Camp’s 
big mule, “Tommy,” down to Sierra Madre’s 
Safeway Market and pick up supplies. He 
remembers many good times there with good 
friends, and it was where he met his wife, Jean. 
They were married in 1930 and last year celebrated 
their 60th wedding anniversary. 

At that time the Camp was owned by Phil 
Hartman. Business there, however, did a downturn, 
due to the fact that the automobile was causing 
interest in hiking to fade. To promote the camp 
it was decided to re-activate the Trail Race which 
had not been run in several years. 

The original course for the race, going back 
to the first one in 1908, was to the very top of 
Mt. Wilson. A tough trek, with the last leg of the 
trail, the toughest part. Most people did not want 
to attempt that. It was decided for this race that 
they held in 1930 to make the course shorter, 
starting at the Sierra Madre News office and going 
just to Orchard Camp. This proved successful and 
did bring more people to the Camp. Hagberg has 
the list to show a number of well-known Sierra 
Madreans who ran in that event. 

The race was co-sponsored by the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce, in the interest of hiking, 
and was open to both sexes between ages 8 to 
80. As they are today, contestants were classed 
according to age and sex. Sanction was by the 
Amateur Athletic Union (AAU) and timing by 
Southern Pacific Railroad. For the correct time in 
those days railroad men had the certified watches. 
Trophies and medals were awarded at the Camp. ~ 

This was the first time women were officially 
involved in the race. Jean Hagberg was a winner 


when she ran in the 1931 race. 

Charley Hagberg’s love of these mountains 
began in the early ’20s. He bicycled out from Los 
Angeles, left his bike at the bottom of the trail 
(it was a safer world back then), then hiked up the 
mountain. Later he would take the street car from 
6th and Main up here. Sometimes, to save 25c, 
he’d ride the Annandale car to the Old Colorado 
Bridge in Pasadena and then walked across the 
bridge and picked up the local car to Sierra Madre. 

Since workers, back then, had to work part 
of Saturdays, this made it late when they started 
the hike up the trail. Hikers were prepared with 
candles in coffee cns to light the way when 
darkness would overtake them. Hagberg says 100 
to 400 hikers headed up the trail on Saturdays. 

Orchard Camp really has an orchard of apple 
trees (deer love to eat the apples) and other fruit 
trees. This trail is the most historic and the first 
modern trail this side of the San Gabriels. It was 
built in 1864 for Benja D. Wilson (he was the 
maternal grandfather of famed WWII Gen. George 
S. Palton Jr.) to bring sugar pine and cedar down 
from the mountain for needed lumber at his Lake 
Vineyard Ranch, located in what is today San 
Marino. 

In this glen, halfway up the mountain, Don 
Benito built a shack for a construction camp. 
After he abandoned the trail the shack was taken 
over as a home by George Islip. Islip planted the 
fruit trees and when they matured the site came to 
be called Orchard Camp. 

Hagberg also remembers stopping at Lizzie’s 
Trail Inn for candy bars (located where the trail 
begins.) Lizzie McElwain was a short woman, 
famous all over the Valley for her delicious 
dinners, and for the “sauce” she dispensed during 
prohibition. Hagberg says it was a popular place 
for some of the Valley’s important politicians to 
come to dine and imbibe illegal liquor. 

My introduction to Hagberg was through local 
resident Ken Epperson. Both men are ham operators. 
Hagberg is a man of many interests and also plays 
the accordian. He and Jean lived for 15 years on 
Catalina Island. During the busy tourist season 
there he was busy as a musician and played with 
well-known bands on the Island. Other times he 
did any needed jobs including being gardener at 
the Wrigley estate. 

In John W. Robinson’s book “The San Gabriels” 
it says “few mountain ranges in the world have 
been so swarmed over, dug into and built upon 
like this gathering of peaks...to accommodate the 
vacationer, the fisherman, the hunter and hiker.” 
Perhaps all this was too much for that environment. 
Fires and floods over the years also took a great 


toll. Hagberg helped fight several mountain fires cabins nestled in the canyons are gone now. When 
and remembers a storm up there in the late part the 250 runners in the Trail Race on May 25 make 
of 1930 that raged for nine hours and left 15 inches their assault on the trail, only the name.

Guide available for water-savers 


Water-short Cali¬ 
fornians can reuse water 
safely with the help of a 
“gray water” guide issued 
today by the state. 

The bochure, “A 
Homeowner’s- Guide to 
Safe Use of Gray Water 
During a Drought,” 
was prepared by the 
Department of Health 


Services. It is being sent 
to more than 1200 
California water agencies, 
who are encouraged to 
mail it to customers or 
enclose it with billings. 

Gray water is used 
household water that has 
not come into contact 
with toilet waste, sewage 
or soiled diapers. It 


includes bath water, 
swimming pool water, 
rinse water from washing 
machines (if diapers were 
not washed), and shower 
drainage. 

It can be safely used, 
the guide notes, to irrigate 
fruit and ornamental 
trees and shrubs, flowers, 
lawns and ground cover. 


It should not be used if 
these areas are contacted 
by children. 

There is no state 
regulation on gray water.

The Arcadia Public Library, with its 
computerized catalogue now fully operational, 
is eliminating the old card catalogues in both 
the Adult and Children’s Rooms and is in the 
process of converting the old catalogues into 
computer terminal workstations and storage 
space for newspapers. 

The new computer system, used in the 
South Pasadena, Santa Monica, Corona and 
Palm Springs libraries, is a user-friendly 
system that offers choices through the use of 
menu screens, thereby eliminating the need to 
learn a computer language. 

Patrons can search the entire Arcadia book 
collection by author, title, subject, or keyword, 
i.e., by any word or words in the title or 
subject. Basic library information is also 
available, such as the library’s hours of 
operation and a list of upcoming library 
events. 

The system will also tell the patrons where 
the books are located in th library, such 
as in the Reference, Fiction, Mystery, Oversize, 
Paperback, etc., sections. Whether or not 
a book is checked out can also be determined. 

The librarians will be happy to help anyone 
who wants assistance in the operation of the 
computers; volunteers are also available, as 
well as a helpful brochure and an online 
tutorial.
